A committee of trustees, facul- 
ty and students was formed to 
hear grievances from the pre- 
dominantly Negro student body 
of 900 who demanded the resig- 
nation of college President Dr. 
Luna I. Mishoe. 

The ‘latest, and most serious, 
of a series of protests at the 
state college in Dover prompted 
about 100 students at the univer- 
sity of Delaware in Newark to 
take over the student centre in 
a. sympathy demonstration.

Yet a Canadian friend is bound to 
reming him that while he understands all 
the facts, and cam project them ahead to 
ivevitable conclusions, only the im- 
ponderables, or non-facts, will count in 
the end. The conclusions are by no 
means inevitable because they depend 
mainly on the developing Canadian 
character which no native or foreigner 
can calculate. 


Not By Economics Alone 


Mr. Ball is too wise to suppose that 
economic forces alone decide the course 
of human events. He is not an upside- 
down Marxist like many businessmen 
who hate Communism and accept ifs 
basic premise. He argues, however, that 
Cenedians will not always be satisfied 
with a living standard somewhat lower 
than that of their neighbors, Therefore, 
they will seek entry into the United 
States at some point to get their full 
share of its riches. 

Mr. Ball will forgive a Canadian who 
believes that he has misinterpreted both 
the facts and the non-facts, 

Factually it is obvious that Cana- 
@ians, on average, are not as rich as 
Americans -and cannot be until they 
produce an équal volume of goods per 
man-hour. The figures show thé’ gap 
plainly enough but are they the true 
measurement of a living standard? 

Surely the true measurement is the 
average happiness not the income of the 
human being and by that measurement 
would Mr. Ball claim that his own people 
ace more fortunate and live better than 
Canadians? His book, with its frank and 
almost brutal summary of the American 
crisis on many fronts, gives a negative 
answer to that question. So, every day, 
does the news of American civilization, 
at home and abroad. 


Silent Feelings 


All the vital facts, or non-facts, of life 
ave-foreyer immeasurable, of course, 
except by the silent feelings of individual 
men, the only reliable measurement of 
anything important. By the measurement 
of the mind and heart instead of the 
Stomach the Canadian must conclude 
that he is the most fortunate creature on 
this pitiable planet. And if a secret poll 
of Canadians could be taken undoubtedly 

2wer of them than in any former time 
would wish to become Americans. 

There is nothing particularly heroic in 
this attitude. For the most part 
Canadians are thinking and acting out of 
sheer selfishness and a horror of 
inheriting their neighbors’ grievous prob- 
lems. Yet neither the magnitude of the 
Urited, States’ responsibilities, nor Can- 
a‘la’s dependence -on its markets, capital 
and defensive system prevents some 
Canadians trom damning the nation most 


essential and most friendly to them. A [oS 


few Canadian politicians have made a 
career of anti-Americanism, though not 
moch of a career, 


In strict truth Canadians say that 
their nation was built in’ defiance of 
continental geography, economics and 
the historie imperatives of power to 
establish certain indefinable values. On 
the whole their improbable experiment 
has succeeded but we often forget that it 
could not have succeeded, if the United 
States had acted like all the great 
powers of the past and absorbed Canada 
long ago peacefully or by war. 

The two decisive factors still govern 
the continent. Canada wishes to remain 
independent. The United States has no 
wish to possess Canada against it will. 
But the balance of the old equation has 
changed. The Canadians’ will to be 
Canadian has greatly increased. 


Not Very Clear 


This may not be clear to Americans, 
since it is not very clear yet to many 
troubled Canadians. When the affairs of 
Canada appear to be in confusion, when 
we have grossly mismanaged our 
economy, above all, when we have not 
sclved our primary, inescapable problem. 
of race and culture, any foreigner is 
likely to think that we are in a bad 


mess, as bad a mess, indeed, as that of © 


our neighbors. He is likely to think, too, 
that we must be eager to escape it by 
abandoning our experiment (as if that 
were an escape). 

The non-fact, on the contrary, is that 
all the commotion in Canada, the brawl 
of politics and, most vividly, the

Trudeau, mean precisely the opposite. 
They mean that the thing we call 
Canadianism, for lack Of a better word, 
is more vigorous than it ever was before 
now and more determined to survive.

Such Canadians would be prepared to 
accept. a world authority or, short of 
that, to enter some multilateral grouping 
of like-minded nations but they oppose a 
bilateral marriage to the United States 
simply because’ a one-sided bargain 
between unequal partners would smother 
Canada altogether. 

Well, an American may reply, why 
not? What is the use of defying logic and 
fighting geography when the struggle 
must be hopeless? To that legitimate 
question there are four good answers. 


ain Canadian 


First, the struggle is not hopeless 
since it has succeeded better than we 
had any reason to hope or expect in 
earlier times. Second Canadians enjoy 
their separate way of life and that alone 
is the best possible reason to maintain it, 
Thard, with their long experience, they 
can give their half of the continent better 


to teach North America and the world, 
Provided that the supreme Canadian 
problem is solved. ; 


Could Be A. Model. 


if we can fairly govern a dual society 
Canada will be a model for mankind. If 
we can ensure a good life for people of all 
racial origins it will not matter if our 
living standard, socalled, is a little 
lower statistically than the American 
standard. And if'we can succeed im our 
primary task the American people will 
not discount and disparage Canada, they 
will envy and even try to imitate us. 
We have this chance, unique in the 
contemporary world, but Mr. Ball thinks 
that we shall surrender it out of greed 
and tite. I believe he is wrong in his 
cy but he is certainly right in 
believing that the non-facts which must 
settle Canada’s future are no stronger 
than the ordinary Canadian’s will to 
enforce and master them. Where is the 
future to be decided — in the stomach, 
or in the mind and heart? A good 
neighbour, Mr. Ball has done us a useful 
service in posing the final question.’ :

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Opposing Quebec 
Views of Federalism 


Among French - Cana- 
dian public figures who 
have taken the trouble of 
setting out ideas favor- 
able to federalism in 
somewhat detailed texts, 
two distinguish them- 
selves from all the others 
by the strength of their 
reflection and by the 
shades of opinion that 
separate them. 

The first one is Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau, whose main 
articles were published in a 
book called Federalism and 
the French Canadians. 

The second is Marcel Fari- 
bault, whose book entitled 
Vers une nouvelle constitution 
was published a few months 
ago. (An English version on 
similar themes is entitled 
Unfinished Businesss: Some 
Thoughts on the Mounting 
Crisis in Quebec.) 

Many studies and articles 
on the same subjects have

Always Alert 


Mr. Faribault, whose mind 
is constantly alert despite the 
administrative and political 
tasks that take up most of his 
time, never delivers the same 
speech twice. Each time, he 
tries to advance his reflection 
further, to sharpen this or 
that observation, to discuss an 
aspect he has not mentioned 
before 


From one address to the 
mext, he expresses the same 
approach, ‘but an © approach 
that evolves to apply to new 
situations, even though he has 
reached a respectable age... 

His concept, without being a 
heresy in relation to the 
essential elements of fed- 
eralism, is al ‘the more 


interesting since it offers a -

fiercely opposed to national- 
ism. Strongly attached to 
individual rights, rooted 
equally in two of the greatest 
cultures in history, he fears a 
certain kind of French-Cana- 
dian nationalism.

Mr. Trudeau is primarily 
suspicious- of most forms of 
French-Canadian nationalism 
in Quebec. The reason-is that 
he blames it for, much of our 
backward position, he sees it

serious political wrongs. 

Mr. Faribault, a federalist 
just as sincere as Mr. Tru- 
deau, takes a completely 
different approach.-Mr. Trur 
deau ‘does not like to talk 
about a “French-Canadian 
nation.” He fears that if he 
uses this expression, he will 
tie himself to .a school of 
thought that he dislikes. 

He avoids like the plague 
any political expressions that 
would tend to imply that the 
state of Quebec is the “na- 
tional state of the French 
Candians.”

Having studied. many works 
on philosophy and political 
Science and all sorts of 
dictionaries, he has no qualms 
about references to the 
“French-Canadian nation.” He 
has even written that Quebec 
is in fact “the national state 
of the French Canadians.” 

He has also written, in the 
same vein, that federalism: is 
the system of government 
that corresponds most accu- 
rately to the reality of Quebec 
and of Canada. 

Mr.. Trudeau was very 

cautious about constitutional 
revision, until recently. Even 
after he accepted the idea of 
a general revision, he stressed 
that he would be very sur- 
prised if the forthcoming 
negotiations result in a radical 
shift in the division of powers 
between. the two- levels of 
government. 
" Mr. Faribault, on the other 
hand, has been advocating for 
years, that the constitution of 
1867 be dropped and réplaced 
with a document that would 
be clearer, more modern, 
coherent. and more 
Canadian, Without tying him- 
self to any particular formula, 
he has given frequent indica- 
tions that under a new 
constitution, Quebec should 
dispose of broader powers 
than at present. 


Starting Points 


Where the two men differ 
most sharply is undoubtedly 
on the place that Quebec will 
occupy in the future constitu- 
tional order. Or more pre- 
cisely, the ‘starting positions 
of the two men on this issue. 

Mr. Trudeau’s position is 
well known, He opposes any 
degree of special status for 
Quebec. To any formula of 
this kind, he would much 
prefer a further decentraliza- 
tion of powers that would 
apply equally to all provinces. 

Mr, Trudeau is, above all, 
the champion. of the rights of 
the individual. It is in the 
perspective of human rights 
that he seeks to solve the 
problem ofthe two communi- 
ties, Any attempt to formulate 
this problem in terms of 
political entities displeases 
him. 

In the strict legal sense Mr. 
Faribault would not seek a 
special status for Quebec 
either, as an end in itself, if 
we have correctly understood 
the evolution of his thought in 
the past 10 years. When he 
published his book Ten to One 
(with Robert M. Fowler as co- 
author) we even criticized 
him for ‘being too reticent in 
this connection. 

But while Mr, Faribault the 
notary remains cautious and 
reserved, Mr. Faribault the 
politician knows how to. ex- 
press with vigor a reality that 
is self-evident and to which 
we feel, on hearing him, he is 


deeply attached. This reality 
is Quebec's undeniably 
original and distinctive 
character within the Cana- 
dian entity. 

In his speech before the St. 
Jean Baptiste Society of Sher- 
brooke last weekend, Mr. 
Faribault came back to this 
familiar theme. Perhaps 
never before was the distance 
between him and a man like 
Mr. Trudeau revealed so 
clearly. 

The mere mention of cer- 
tain demands or slightly un- 
usual initiatives by Quebec 
tends to displease or annoy 
Mr. Trudeau. The Prime 
Minister has chosen to wage 
his main battle for French 
Canadians. in. the field of 
linguistic equality.. Any ten- 
dency by Quebec to claim 
different or exclusive powers 
for itself conflicts, in his 
mind, with the goal of equal 
language rights from coast to 
coast, 


Quebec As Is 


Mr. Faribauli, on the con- 
trary, favors a Canadian 
federalism that would recog- 
nize Quebec as it is, no more, 
no less, 

He said in Sherbrooke, 
“Quebec can only proceed in 
constitutional talks from its 
own nature, and thus from its 
twin nationalism. One aspect 
of this nationalism, almost 
biological. and at the same 
time spiritual, is the historical 
and sociological existence of 
Quebec, its language, its 
feelings, ts aspirations and 
its drive. There is also the 
material and rational aspect 
of Quebec’s climate, its en- 
vironment, its. civilization, its 
compromises, Jaws, advan- 
tages and instruments. z 

“The rest of Canada will also 
Start from its nature, obvi- 
ously, but because this other 
Canada is pluralist rather 
than homogeneous, a deep 
fear of separatism will exist 
in certairi minds and this will 
tend to preserve the status 


quo. 

“This fear seems pointless 
to me because I believe in the 
continued existence of Canada, 
I believe in Canada just as

Face ‘Unthinkable’. 
On Separate Schools

WASHINGTON — Parochial” 
schools, a bulwark of Roman 
Catholicism in the United 
States for nearly a century, 
have now become entangled in 
the issue of how much money 
and effort the church should 
devote to fighting poverty in 
the nation's urban ghettos. 

Leading liberal figures in 
the church are beginning to 
talk about what was once 
unthinkable to American 
Catholics — abandoning or 
radically altering the tradi- 
tional parochial school sys- 
tem. They want the church to 
,use a large share of the 
money it has been spending 
on parish schools for .educa- 
tional projects to serve the 
poor of all faiths. 

The Very Rev. Msgr. James 
C.. Donohue, head -of the 
education department of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, has 
urged that each diocese estab- 
lish an “urban educational 
foundation” that would chan- 
nel money to community 
groups in much the same 
manner as the Ford Foun- 
dation. 

Writing in the April issue of 
the Jesuit-published magazine 
“America,””’ Msgr. Donohue 
argued that such a foundation 
would “enable the church to 
retain its independence and 
avoid making a public and 
irrevocable alliance with local 
political and school authori- 
ties, who are often at odds 
with Negroes over the deter- 
mination of needs. Such an 
alliance in these days of black 
power and frequent conflict 
between politicians and black 
voters would be both danger- 
ous and unnecessary...” 


Phasing Out 


Msgr. Donohue indicated 
that many parish . schools 
would have to be “phased 
out” to fimance extensive 
educational programs in the 
ghetto. He noted that Catholic 
schools absorb at jeast half of 
the total expenditures of 153 
archdioceses in the nation. 

Parishes traditionally 
finance their own schools, a 
practice which has created 
educational disparities be- 
tween Catholic schools in the 
suburbs and the inner city 
similar to those in the public 
schools. The more affluent 
Catholics have fled to the 
suburbs, leaving the city 
schools with inadequate finan- 
eial resources to serve a 
student population’: that. is 
increasingly poor and, . in 
many cities, increasingly 
“Negro. 

Says one Catholic educator: 
“T think we have to face the 
fact that spending the 
church’s money on poor black 
people might well drive some 
Catholics to leave the church. 
We remember to our shame 
that many of the people who 
threw rocks at Martin Luther 
King two years ago in Chicago 
were Catholic.” 

The educator was referring 
to an open housing march led 
by Dr. King. in the summer of 
1966 through the Chicago 
suburb of Cicero. The march 
was broken up by jeering, 
rock-throwing whites, most of 
them from heavily Catholic 
neighborhoods of Eastern 
European ethnic origin.

HALIFAX — Robert Stanfield 
| Thursday night accused Prime} 
| Minister Pierre Trudeau of} 
wanting to .destroy Quebec's 
Daniel Johnson. 

For the second straight night, 
the Conservative leader went 
into a sharp personal attack on 
Trudeau. 

He spent almost all his 35- 
minute speech at his nomination 
| meeting ripping into the prime 
minister's views on federal 
provincial relations’ and differ- 
jences on international matters. | 

Stanfield charged Trudeau! 
with needlessly escalating and 
inflating out of proportion the 
Ottawa-Quebec dispute about 
the province's overseas 
ambitions. 

He told an audience of about 
1,100 that Trudeau had so 


| 


inflamed the issue he doubted if 
the prime minister could ever 


jhope to bring about any agree- 
| ment. 

|SETTLE NOTHING 

| ‘Stanfield said Trudeau wanted| 
to make an election issue out of| 
his version of the dispute, but 
this would settle nothing regard- 
less of who won. seats in 
Quebec. 

The Torry leader added it 
would not settle anything even 
if Trudeau in the - process 
sueceeded ‘‘in destroying his 
political enemies in the province 
of Quebec.” 

He went on: “Even if Mr. 
Trudeau were able to destroy 
Mr. Johnson ‘as he wants to do, 
he would be left to face the 
other provincial parties in Que- 
bec, the provincial Liberals who 
go beyond the position of Mr. 
Johnson, or the separatists who 
are the most extreme in their 
views.”

“T cannot believe that he fully 
understands the consequences,” 
the Tory leader maintained. 

On Wednesday night ‘in. a 
speech in New Waterford, N.S., 
Stanfield accused Trideau. of 
trying to turn EnglishCanada 
against Quebec and of playing a 
dangerous game with the future 
of Canada. 

But in the first attack, 
Stanfield made only a brief 
thrust. 

In Halifax, he devoted the 
bulk of his speech to the unity 


; question. 


But an audience that did not 
quite fill the 1,200-seat Queen 
Elizabeth high school 
auditorium gave him more 
applause and response in his 
brief references to local matters 
the question of. economics and 
regional disparity. 

Stanfield was nominated un- 
opposed for the new riding of 
Halifax City. He was elected to 
the Colchester-Hants riding in a 
byelection last fall after his win 
at the Tory convention for the 
party leadership, but is trying 
for the city riding in which he 
makes his home. 


TRIGGERED ISSUE 


Trudeau triggered the issue 
last week when his government 
issued a white paper on the 
subject of attendance of prov- 
inces at international confer- 
ences on education, 

But, in effect, it went to the 
basic issue of Quebec’s: inter- 
national ambitions, ‘relating it to 
the provinces attendance at 
educational conferences in 
Gabon and Paris in which it got 
sovereign-state treatment. 

Trudeau’s white paper con- 
tended that while education was 
strictly a provincial responsi- 
bility in Canada, in such 
instances it tcok on aspects of

instruction. They just can’t 
raise the rates any more so 
iustructors aren’t paid what 
their knowledge is worth. This 
won't change unless the gov- 
ernment gives subsidies.” 


There is a move afoot to get 
government backed loans, 
similar to student loans, to 
help young people with the 
$2,500 to $3,000 needed to gain 
the commercial pilot’s licence. 

“When you have to buy 
flying time at $12 to $20 an 
hour it adds up, though there 
are ways to get around it. To 
get into a position where .you 
can-start looking for.a job you 
must spend the equivalent of 
four years university educa- 
tion.” 


BEGAN AT UNIVERSITY 

Chris herself began flying in 
the ° University of Victoria 
Flying Club. 

Her first flying experience 
came with American friends 
she met two years ago at 
Shawnigan Lake. They had 
flown their own plane up from 


Los Angeles and invited her to | 


go back with them. She tried 
to fly part way. 

“When I came back to 
university, I joined the flying 
club. That’s when I started 
using my second term fees to 
pay for flying lessons.” 

Is there any real discrimi- 
nation against women looking 
for jobs as flyers? 

“Speaking for myself as a 
girl, it will get you in the door 
but not get you the job,” 
Chris reports. “‘I think a girl 
has to prove herself a bit 
more.” 

Chris was offered a job on 
the Prairies as a demonstra- 
tor and charter pilot but 
turned it down to stay in 
Victoria and continue her. 
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lessons in her home-town. 


“T know the club here inside 
out. I've worked in just about 
every office on the airport. I 
work a while and then fly my 
money- away.”” 

As for the aerobatics, Chris 
hopes that thé novelty of 
being a woman will prove an 
advantage here. 


LOTS OF AIR SHOWS 

“About every two weeks 
there is an wir show some- 
where in the States. All you 
have to do is be good, have 
experience and get a name,” 
she explains. 

She hopes to be able to 
enter one of ‘these shows. by 
next. summer. Already she 


has taken: 20 or 30 hours of 
instruction with Jack Ellard, 
manager ofthe Victoria Fly- 
ing Club, who has his own 
Harvard. 

Harvards, affectionately 
known as ‘“‘yellow perils” 
because of their color, are ex- 
air force trainers for aero- 
batics. 

“For the first six hours I 
was scared stiff," Chris re- 
ealls. “I never thought I 
would go in for aerobatics, 
but you get used to being 
upside down.” 

Chris may not stay in 
Victoria for the rest of her 
flying career, but she cer- 
tainly plans to stay in Can- 
ada.

Negligence 
Charge Nets 
Year In Jail 


‘Incident Demands 
Deterring Effect’ 


A Victoria sailor was sen- 
tenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment in Supreme 
Court Thursday after being 
found guilty of criminal 
negligence causing death. 

His driving licence in Canada 
was suspended for four years, 

Louis Durham, 29, of 733 
Wilson Street, was found guilty 
by a jury of four women and 
eight men. His car collided with 
another car on the Trans- 
Canada Highway at Goldstream 
last Feb. 17. 

Four persons were killed — 
Victoria car dealer Clifford 
Horwood, who was driving; his 
wife, Pearl; Mrs. Eleanor Tait 
and Mrs. Martha Bannerman, 
both sisters of Mrs. Horwood, 
all travelling ina 1968 Citroen. 

Durham's defence counsel, 
Lloyd McKenzie, QC, pleaded 
for a substantial fine and a very 
substantial suspension of his 
driving licence instead of a jail 
term. 


‘DOING DUTY’ 

But Mr. Justice J. A. 
donald said: .. 

“T would’nt be ‘doing my duty 
if I imposed.a fine orfly. I must 
have regard to the fact that 
four lives have been taken in 
this. most unfortunate accident. 

“The tragedy of these cases is 
that ordinarily good citizens find 
themselves under charge.” 

Mr. Justice Macdonald said 
the evidence did not suggest the 
degree of ‘‘flagrance” revealed 
in similar cases on the main- 
land, But he noted it was a wet, 
dark Saturday night and the 
accused had admitted driving at 
60 miles an,hour. 

“The maximum. penalty for 
crimittal negligence causing 
death is imprisonment for life. I 
have to consider the safety of 
the public..on the roads and 
along the sidewalks, and. this 
demands a level of sentence 
that will have a deterring effect 
on others." 

McKenzie said the 
accused Was Married and had 
two children, ages seven and 
three years. “He and his wife 
aré separated because of the 
wife's infidelity while he was at 
sea. The children are looked 
after by his father and mother 
at Langley. The father was 
injured in an industrial accident 
and can work only two days a 

week, ” 

TWO CHILDREN - 

Mr. McKenzie said Durham 
had served 11 years in the 
Royal Canadian Navy and was a 
leading seaman and enginecr. 
He had been taking a 12-month 
engineering’, course and was 
doing well. 

“But he has been warned 
that, if he loses’ any more time, 
he will be taken off the course. 
He is industrious and hard- 
working and has all the virtues 
of a good sailor. 

“He will bear forever the 
terrible memory of this acci- 
dent. Therefore IT would suggest 

a substantial fine and a very 
substantial suspension of his 
licence.”

MR. BALL'S OVERSIGHT _ 


By BRUCE HUTCHISON 


~ A Prevailing Canadian Desire to Remain Canadian 


NYONE who knows George W. Ball 

not only as an American states- 
man but as a great citizen of the world 
would expect his written credo to be an 
important book. So it 
is, “The Discipline of : 
Power” inspects the 
State of . humanity 
perhaps more © pro- 
foundly than any 
book published since 
the. last. war. ‘But 


think that the author 
is mistaken in as- 
suming that eventually Canada will join 
the United States Decause the whole 
economic and political logic of the 
continent must compel this union. 

Some angry Canadians are saying 
that Mr, Ball does not understand their 
country, or else that he and other 
pcwerful Americans are secretly plotting 
to seduce it where their ancestors failed, 
in two invasions, to conquer it. Actually, 
as I can testify after many talks with 
him, Mr. Ball understands the facts of 
Canada much better than most natives 
do and our country has no stronger 
champion in Washington. Nor has the 
United States any more. candid critic 
than its newly-appointed ambassador to 
the United Natians: 

Yet a Canadian friend is bound to 
remind him that while he understands all 
the facts, and can project them ahead to 
inevitable ‘conclusions, Only the im- 
ponderables, or non-facts, will count in 
the end. The conclusions are by no 
means inevitable because they depend 
mainly on the developing Canadian 
character which no native or foreigner 
can calculate. 


Not By Economics Alone 


Mr, Ball is too wise to suppose that 
economic forces alone decide the course 
of human events. He is not an upside- 
aiwn Marxist like many businessmen 
who hate Communism and accept its 
basic premise. He argues, however, that 
Canadians wili not always be satisfied 
with a living standard somewhat lower 
than that of their neighbors. Therefore, 
they -will seek entry into the United 
States at some point to get their full 
share of its riches. 

Mr. Ball will forgive a Canadian who 
believes that he has: misinterpreted both 
the facts and the non-facts. 

Factually it is obvious that Cana-

. dians, on average, are hot as rich-as 


Americans and cannot be until they 
produce an equal volume of goods per 
man-hour. ‘The figures show the gap 
plainly enough but are they the true 
measurement of a living standard? 

Surely the true measurement is the 
average happiness not the income of the 
human being and by that measurement 
would Mr. Ball claim that his own people 
ace more fortunate and live better than 
Canadians? His book, with its frank and 
almost brutal summary of the American 
crisis on many fronts, gives a negative 
answer to that question. So, every day, 
does the news of American civilization, 
at home and abroad. 


Silent Feelings 


All the vital facts, or non-facts, of life 
are forever immeasurable, of course, 
éxcept by the silent feelings of individual 
men, the onty reliable measurement of 
anything important. By the measurement 
of the mind and héart instead of the 
stomach the Canadian must conclude 
that he is the most fortunate creature on 
this pitiable planet. And if a secret poll 
of Canaflians could be taken undoubtedly 
fewer of them than in any former time’ 

id wish to become Americans. 

is nothing particularly heroic in 
this. attitude. For the most. part 
Canedians are thinking and acting out of 
sheer selfishness and a horror of 
inheriting their neighbors’ grievous prob- 
lems. Yet neither the magnitudé@of the 
United States’ responsibilities, nor Can- 
a‘la’s«dependence on its markets, capital 
and defensive system prevents some 
Canadians from damning the nation most 
esséntial afd most friendly fo them. A 
few Canadian politicians have made a 
career of anti-Americanism, though not 
much of a career, 


‘contrast between the 


In strict truth Canadians say that 
their nation was built in defiance of 
continental geography, economics and 
the historic imperatives of power to 
establish certain indefinable values. On 
the whole their improbable experiment 
has succeeded but we often forget that it 
could not have succeeded if the United 
States had acted like all the great 
powers of the past and absorbed Canada 
long ago peacefully or by war. 

The two decisive factors still govern 
the continent. Canada wishes to remain 
independent. The United States has no 
wish to possess Canada against it will. 
But the balance of the old equation has 
changed. The Canadians’ will t be 
Canadian has greatly increased. 


Not Very Clear 


This may not be clear to Americans, 
since it is not very clear yet to many 
troubled Canadians. When the affairs of 
Canada appear to be in confusion, when 
we have grossly mismanaged our 
economy, above all, when we have not 
solved our primary, inescapable problem 
of race and culture, any foreigner is 
likely to think that we are in.a bad 
mess, as bad a mess, indeed; -as~that‘of 
our neighbors. He is likely to think, too, 
d4het we maust be eager to escape it by 
abandoning our experiment (as if that 
were an escape). " 

The non-fact, on the contrary, is that 
all the comimotion in Canada, the brawl 
of politics and, most vividly, the 
emergence of a new phenomefhon named 


Trudeau, mean precisely the opposite. 
They mean that the thing we call 
Canadianism, for lack of a better word, 
is more vigorous than it ever was before 
now and more determined to survive. 

‘Here, as Mr. Ball will observe, we 
encounter an apparent paradox. 

Most thoughtful Canadians realize 
that the world cannot go on long the way 
it is going now with new and prickly 
nationalities springing up every fortnight 
from the wilds of Africa to the civilized 
banks of the St. Lawrence. The doctrine 
of unrestricted nationalism, the absence 
of any effective world authority and 
international law, will finally demoralize 
if it does not destroy the human species. 

Nevertheless, the Canadians who most 
ardently deplore nationalism and ad- 
vocate some kind of world government 
usually are the most ardent nationalists, 
the strongest opponents of union with the 
Uuite€ States. But this is not a real 
paradox after all. 


No Unbalanced Marriage 


Such Canadians would be prepared to 
accept a world authority or, short of 
that, to enter some multilateral grouping 
of like-minded nations but they oppose a 
bilateral ‘marriage to the United States 
simply because a one-sided bargain 
between unequal partners would smother 
Canada altogether. 

Well, an American may reply, why 


must be hopeless? To that legitimate 
question there are four good answers. 


First, the struggle is not hopeless 
since it has succeeded better than we 
had any reason to hope or expect in 
earlier times. Second Canadians enjoy 
their separate way of life and that alone 
is the best possible reason to’ maintain it. 
Th.rd, with their long experience, they 
ean give their half of the continent better 
Management than any inexperienced 
foreigners can provide. Fourth, and most | 


valid of all reasons, Canada has a lesson ~ 


to teach North America and the world, 


- provided that the supreme Canadian 


problem is solved. 


Could Be A Model 


Tf we can fairly govern a dual society 
Canada will be a model for ‘mankind. If 
we can ensure a good life for people of all 
racial origins it will not matter if our 
living standard, so-called, is a little 
lower statistically than the American 
standard. And if we can succeed in our 
primary task the American people will 
aot discount and disparage Canada, they 
will envy and even try to imitate us. 

We have this chance, unique in the 
comtemporary world, but Mr. Ball thinks 
thet we shall surrender it out of greed 
and appetite. I believe be is wrong in his 
préphecy but he is certainly right in 
believing that the non-facts which must 
settle Canada’s future are no stronger 
than the ordinary Canadian's will to 
enforce and master them. Witere is the 
future to be decided — in the stomach, 
or in the mind ani heart? A good
